I  am  strongly  impressed  "by  your  amiable  letter  of  June  10. 
The  best  in  your  friendly  response  is  your  decision  to  read  this 
book  entirely •  I  believe  that  your  thorough  reading  means  much.

ted menaces  of    rab  leaders  as  well  as  the  newest  proclamations  of 
war    (let  us)  understand  why  the  majority  of  Israel  is  determined  to 
keua-  the  territorial  tramp  obtained  in  the  Lavid-Goiiath  .struggle..." 

SO  be  sure:  the  philosopher  uriu  ha   .nist  Schneid  refu- 
ses to  admit  txiat  this  hatred  of  the  >irabs  cannot  be  overcome  by  any 
offer  Israel  could  make.       -dike  xhä  other  xâïxâ      pacifists  he  believes 


that  an  "ethical  approach  "  might  overcooje  hatred:  "should  Israel  ! 
not  oppose  unappeasable  hostility  by  its  old  treasures  of  the  soul, 

by  its  ethical  heritage  ?     ..Israel  should  concjuer  ,yet  not  land, 
cities  and  villages  but  human  hearts  nearby  and  afar  ...To  be  forced 
to  give  way  to  ruthless  pressure  from  great  powers . .would  be  a  deep  j 
humiliât ion j  to  do  the  same  in  full  spontaneity  would  be  dignity  and 
glory. . .would  have  higher  real  value  than  any  military  victory." 

.and  Schneid  goes  on  to  recommend  peace  conditions,  starting 
with  the  Arab  states  recognising  Israel,  concluding  agreements  about 
diplomatic  relations  and  discontinuation  of  the  economic  boycott ;lay-  I 
ing  down  laws  with  "hard  and  precisely  defined  punishments  for  infil-  ! 
tration  into  Israel  etc. etc.  " 

No  need  to  quote  farther  .     This  exremely  well-informed 
Jewish  writer  assumes  that  there  is  a  chance  that  the  Arab  states 

will  sign  peace  treaties,  will  forbid  and  punish  ^edayeen  ir.fi It ra-  j 
tion,  against  return  to  the  1^67  boundaries.     He  concedes  that  his 
memorandum  may  be  repudiated  today  but  may  become  of  value  later  on. 
This  is  as  may    be.  We  too  believe  that  , finally,  peace  will  be 
attained  between  Israel  and  the  «rab  states  -  and  we  too  believe  that 
no  nation  can  survive  without  the  sympathy  of  the  nations  of  the 
world.    But  this  sympathy  did  not  help  Czechoslovakia  in  192b  and  1968; 
did  not  help  Biafra,  nor  the  Kurds, nor  the  Sudanese  negroes  -  nor  the 
Jews  in  Hitler* s  days.       Israel's  survival  is  endangered  not  only  by 
the  ^rabs;     it  is  endangered  by  tbe  calculated  indifference  manifested  b 
the  Powers  who  are  interested    in  Arab  oil, Arab  clientele,  Arab  sterling 
deposits  and  the  strategic  value  of  the  land  bridge  between  Africa  and 
Asia. 

But  even  where  we  cannot  follow  the  recommendations  made  by 
Schneid,  his  book  is  worth  to  be  read  and  reread  by  everyone  who  is 
anxious  to  foresee  the  future  of  the  next  ten  vears.

Und, 
vielleicht  als  Folge  dieser  Überproduktion 
von  Menschen,  die  immer  großer  wer- 
dende Gefahr  eines  Vernichtungskrieges, 
des  Atomkrieges  ... 

Schneid  will  diese  Gefahren  und  Scha- 
den aber  nicht  nur  aufzählen.  Er  sucht 
nach  der  Antwort  auf  die  Frage:  woher 
kommt  all  dieser  Wahnsinn,  diese  Sucht, 
das  Leben  zu  einer  Hoelle  zu  gestalten. 
Es  ist  unmöglich,  in  wenigen  Zeilen  die 
Masse  von  Gedanken,  Aphorismen  und 
Analysen  zu  erklären  oder  zu  beschreiben, 
die  in  diesem  Buch  kondensiert  sind.  Von 
der  Degeneration  des  Sex  und  Psycho- 
analyse bis  zu  Vietnam,  vom  Atomkrieg 
und  Chinas  neuer  A-  und  H-Bombe  bis  zu 
den  ungelösten  Problemen  der  UNO  wer- 
den buchstäblich  alle  Fragen  diskutiert, 
die  den  Menschen  unserer  Zeit  beschäfti- 
gen sollten:  Diät  (Schneid  ist  Vegetarier) 
und  Arbeit,  Produktion  und  Konsum,  Sein 
und  Haben,  Religion  und  Philosophie  ... 
Leider  ist  das  Buch  bisher  nur  in  englischer 
Sprache    erschienen,    aber    wer  diese 
Sprache  beherrscht,  sollte  sich  dieses  Buch 
nicht  entgehen  lassen,  das  -  von  höchster 
moralischer  Warte  aus  -  Wege  zur  Ret- 
tung der  Menschheit  aus  ihrer  gegen- 
wärtigen Misere  zeigt. 

Schneid  lebt  und  schafft  in  Kanada,  ist 
aber  Europäer,  Jude  und  (in  vorsichtiger 
Distanzierung    von    allem,   was  Politik 
heißt)  sogar  Zionist.  Da  wir  nicht  alle  seine 
Vorschläge  zur  Lösung  von  Problemen 
unserer  Zeit  zitieren  können,  mögen  wir 
die  Ansichten  dieses  Maler-Philosophen 
an  dem  Beispiel  illustrieren,  das  uns  in 
Israel  am  unmittelbarsten  angeht,  an  sei- 
nen Vorschlägen  für  Frieden  im  Nahen 
Osten.   Schneid   sieht  die  Wurzel  alles 
Übels,  das  Israel  trifft,  in  dem  Fehler  Ben 
Gurions,  die  ursprüngliche  Politik  der 
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Neutralität  zwischen  Ost  und  West  zu- 
gunsten einer  prowestlichen  Haltung  auf- 
gegeben zu  haben.  „Israel  hätte  von  Nas- 
ser lernen  können,  daß  selbst  eine  heuch- 
lerische Neutralität  fette  .  Dividenden 
bringt",  schreibt  er.  Den  arabischen  Na- 
tionalismus wieder  brandmarkt  Schneid 
als  ,,rot  angestrichenen  Faschismus"  — 
als  blinde  Anbetung  von  „Führern".  In 
Israel  wiederholt  sich  der  Konflikt  zwi- 
schen „dem  ethischen  Pazifismus  der  Pro- 
pheten" und  den  „zahllosen  Kriegshelden 
von  Josuas  Zeit  bis  zu  den  Römerkriegen". 
Obgleich  „die  historische  Rolle  jüdischen 
Heldentums  zur  Selbsterhaltung  des  klei- 
nen Nationalheims  nicht  bestritten  werden 
kann,  so  beklagt  doch  eine  Minderheit,  zu 
der  ich  (Schneid)  gehöre,  das  Wachsen 
des  Kriegergeistes,  trotz  seines  defensiven 
Charakters".  Und  seine  Lösungsvor- 
schläge: „Sollte  Israel  nicht  Großmut  wal- 
ten lassen  in  jeder  Beziehung,  selbst  auf 
die  Gefahr  hin,  daß  dies  als  Schwäche  ver- 
spottet werden  könnte?  Israel  soll  nicht 
Land,  Städte  und  Dörfer  erobern,  sondern 
Menschenherzen,  nah  und  weit.  Ohne  ter- 
ritoriale Eroberungen  kann  Israel  be- 
stehen, ohne  moralische  Eroberungen 
vielleicht  nicht  ..." 


Und  sein  Friedensprogramm:  „Alle 
arabischen  Staaten  anerkennen  Israel, 
schließen  Frieden,  vereinbaren  diploma- 
tische Beziehungen  und  Ende  des  Boykotts; 
beschließen  „harte  und  genau  aufge- 
schriebene" Strafen  für  versuchte  oder  er- 
folgte Infiltration;  der  Suezkanal  und  die 
Straße  von  Tiran  werden  unter  UNO-Ver- 
waltung  gestellt.  Israel  gibt  alle  eroberten 
Gebiete  —  mit  Ausnahme  der  Altstadt  — 
ihren  früheren  Herren  zurück  —  aber 
auch  Jerusalem  sollte  lieber  zurückge- 
geben werden,  falls  „eine  weit  über- 
legene Macht"  (die  Sowjets)  sonst  mit 
Krieg  droht.  Israel  kann  „auch  ohne 
Jerusalem  leben".  Alles  besser  als  Krieg . . . 

Aber  was  tun,  wenn  die  Araber  nicht 
einen  Frieden  schließen  wollen,  der  „di- 
plomatische Beziehungen  und  Ende  des 
Boykotts"  beinhaltet?  und  wenn  sie  nicht 
Gesetze  gegen  Infiltration  erlassen,  son- 
dern im  Gegenteil,  die  Fatach-Leute  mit 
Geld,  Waffen  und  politischer  Hilfe  ver- 
sehen? Und  wenn  sie  nicht  den  Suezkanal 
einer  internationalen  Aufsicht  übergeben? 
.  .  .  Was  der  große  Denker  Schneid  nicht 
gelernt  hat,  ist  Schillers  Wort  vom  „Besten, 
der  nicht  in  Frieden  leben  kann,  wenn  es 
dem  bösen  Nachbarn  nicht  gefällt." 


DER  GUTENBERG-PREIS  FÜR  HENRI  FRIEDLAENDER,  JERUSALEM 


In  einer  Festsitzung  der  Gutenberg-Ge- 
sellschaft wurde  am  Nachmittag  des  21. 
Juni  1971  der  von  der  Stadt  Mainz  und  der 
Gutenberg-Gesellschaft  alle  drei  Jahre  zu 
vergebende  Gutenberg-Preis  dem  Jeru- 
salemer Schriftkünstler  Henri  Friedlaen- 
der  verliehen.  Oberbürgermeister  J. 
Fuchs  überreichte  Henri  Friedlaender  den 
Preis  und  die  Urkunde.  Professor  Dr. 
G.  W.  Ovink,  der  künstlerische  Berater 
der  Amsterdamer  Schriftgießerei  Tette- 
rode,  hielt  die  Laudatio  auf  Henri  Fried- 
laender, von  der  wir  wesentliche  Auszüge 
abdrucken.  Das  künstlerische  Werk  Henri 
Friedlaenders  wurde  gleichzeitig  in  einer 
Ausstellung  im  Gutenberg-Museum  in 
Mainz  sichtbar  gemacht.  In  seiner  Lau- 
datio sagte  Professor  Ovink  u.  a.: 

„Mainz,  die  Stadt  Gutenbergs,  ehrte 
soeben  den  Typographen  Henri  Fried- 
laender für  .hervorragende  Leistungen  im 
Sinne  Gutenbergs'.  Ich  glaube,  daß  die 
Stadtverwaltung  und  die  Gutenberg-Ge- 
sellschaft beweisen  —  wie  auch  im  Falle 
des  vorigen  Preisträgers  Giovanni  Mar- 
dersteig, Verona  — ,  daß  sie  sowohl  die 


Lebensarbeit  Gutenbergs  richtig  einschät- 
zen als  auch  die  des  heute  Gekrönten. 

Eine  große  typographische  Leistung  ist 
für  diese  Ehrung  erforderlich.  Sie  soll 
auch  groß  sein  im  Sinne  Gutenbergs.  Diese 
Bedingung  ist  nicht  so  leicht  zu  erfüllen. 
Es  gibt  viele  erfolgreiche  Typographen  in 
der  Welt,  die  auf  beträchtliche  Leistungen 
hinweisen  können,  aber  von  denen  man 
es  doch  kaum  zu  sagen  wagt,  diese  wären 
im  Sinne  des  Mainzer  Erfinders  erbracht. 

Wie  soll  man  diese  Bedingung  genau  be- 
schreiben ?  Was  trieb  Gutenberg  zu  seinen 
Leistungen  und  was  betrachten  wir  daran 
als  so  außergewöhnlich  und  vorbildlich? 

Man  darf  wohl  annehmen,  daß  es  Gu- 
tenberg gereizt  hat,  die  Lösung  zu  finden 
zu  einem  schwierigen  technischen  Problem. 
Die  Lösung  bot  Aussicht,  die  Nachfrage 
zu  erfüllen  nach  einem  lebenswichtigen 
Produkt.  Es  konnte  ihn  dabei  der  mögliche 
Gewinn  locken  aus  der  rationellen  Her- 
stellung der  bisher  teuren,  zeitraubenden 
und  oft  fehlerhaften  Handarbeit.  Das 
höhere  Ziel  war  es  wohl,  die  edelsten 
Erzeugnisse  des  menschlichen  Geistes  im- 
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
